EXHIBITION IN DUBLIN. 
Mr. Norman F. MacLachlin has a small 
selection of his pictures on view at the Irish 
Art Shop, Dawson street, Dublin. The 
works, al] in oils, are for the most part in 
the impressionist style, in which the artist 
has established a considerable reputation.

The impressionist got the bester 
of him in the hands and arms of the Girl 
portrait (26), which otherwise is a fine

PLECE-WORK SYSTEM. 


The solution for the housing problem, 
according to Mr. Robert Donnelly, architect, 
who lectured before the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday, is to be found in continuity of 
employment. 

In an architect’s business, said Mr. Don- 
nelly, the all-important consideration of cost 
of the contract arose, and that cost depended, 
2 other things, on questions of output 
and the time of delivery or completion. In 
tackling the housing problem they were con- 
fronted with the enormous cost of building, 
and while the housing of the working classes 
and of the very poor was most handicapped 
by high costs, all building enterprise was 
similarly restricted- The high cost of build- 
ing a house for the working man made 
economic rent impossible for the working- 
man’s pocket as for the other classes, and 
the overhead charges of the factory were un- 
duly inflated by the same cause. 

Among the various reasons that, were given 
fo: the high costs was that the workman was 
getting too high wages, and that he was not 
giving output for the wag» which he fe- 
ceived. After the war there came a slump, 
followed by “' short time, half time, and 
total unemployment. Could one blame a 
workman for slacking, dragging out his job, 
and doing as little as possible when he knew 
that on the completion of his work he would 
be unemployed, perhaps fer weeks? He was 
not justifying slacking and not giving a fair 
day's work for a fair day’s pay. If it could 
be made clear that no wage was too high, 
so long as the output kept pace with the 
wage, the cost of the buildisg industry and 
all other industries would come down. 

The fear, the horror of being out of work, 
was demoralising, and, in his opinion, was 
responsible to a large extent for labour un- 
rest. If the removal of the grievance of the 
continuity of employment could be success- 
fully tackled, it would, he was convinced, be 
effective in giving industrial stability. The 
solution would carry with it, not only 
cheaper housing and cheaper living, but more 
contentment and happiness for all. 

Mr. P Gillespie expressed his disappoint- 
ment that Mr. Donnelly had not offered any 
solution of the difficulty. He (Mr. Gillespie) 
suggested the piece-work system. There 
was a possibility of the State giving exten- 
sive employment on the roads and on the 
Shannon scheme, which would lead to a solu- 
tion of the problem. 

Mr. W. McMillan said that while houses 
that cost £600 to build were being sold at 
£400, and the community bore the difference 
in the cost, they were doing a thing that 
they had no right to do- (Hear, hear.)
